Have you ever written a letter to God? I first 
wrote one years ago when I was faced with a very 
difficult problem, the solution of which called for 
wisdom, honest evaluation, and the facing of 
issues. I had been struggling with the problem 
for a long time when suddenly I remembered read. 
ing about a woman who had written down a state: f 
ment of her problem in the form of a letter to God. 
Her thought was that in writing it down she would f 
gain a new perspective of it and of her relation to 
it. She found that even as she wrote she felt better, 
and the letter brought her a feeling of nearness 
and dearness to God. 

So it was with me. As I wrote I began to seef 
the issues taking form. I saw which portions of my 
problem were important, which were unimportant J 
When I finished I had not completely solved the 
problem, but I was better able to understand it 
Within the next three days its solution was re 
vealed to me, and I was given the wisdom to 


ID RAYER IS important to me, for it draws me 
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handle it tactfully and lovingly. 

Another letter I wrote to God was a fear-filled 
letter. I was deeply concerned about a physical 
condition I had to meet. One night after everyone 
else in the house was asleep I sat down and wrote 
this letter to God. As I wrote I experienced a feel- 
ing of release. I felt my mind become relaxed and 
all tension leave my body. When I finished the 
letter I knew that all was well with me, and I 
came through the experience with renewed faith 
and improved health. 

In the fifth month after the United States en- 
tered World War II I wrote still another letter to 
God. While my husband went into the service I 
was to be left with the care of our son. As I wrote 
to God about my confusion and uncertainty a 
feeling of reassurance came to me. After placing 
the problem in God’s hands I was open to guid- 
ance and direction, and the way to earn a satisfac- 
tory income and to maintain a home for myself 
and our child was soon made plain to me. 

These are but three of the times I have had 
recourse to writing letters to God. I never doubted 
their reaching Him; for are not God and I of one 
mind, one spirit, one faith, one love? 

There are persons who will say that writing to 
God in this manner is in reality simply a method 
of ordering our thoughts aright, and this is true. 
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Others will say that in placing the problem in 
God's hands we cease worrying, and in this free 
and relaxed state of mind we attract our good, 
and this is also true. I like to consider this com- 
munication with God my Father as a high form 
of prayer, a positive approach to a realization of 
His presence and power at work in me and in my 
life and affairs. 

No matter how or why the answers to my let- 
ters to God come, no matter what makes this par- 
ticular approach to God workable for me, the 
greatest blessing I receive is never an outer one 
but is the renewed knowledge of God's nearness 
to me and of my dearness to Him. 

Perhaps you who read this now may feel that 
you too would like to write a letter to God. In 
such a letter it is not necessary to use special words 
or phrases. It is necessary only to let the needs 
and desires of your heart find expression. If you 
have a problem, just setting it down in words may 
help to clarify your thoughts about it. In this 
way you will be able to formulate ideas for its 
solution, you will have an opportunity to weigh 
all points. Careful consideration of a seeming 
problem often reveals that there is really no prob- 
lem at all. What you thought was a problem van- 
ishes into the nothingness from which it sprang. 
In any event, if you are seeking peace of mind, if 
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you are hunting happiness, if you must make a 
decision or a choice, why not write a letter about 
it to God? He is your loving Father. He under- 
stands your heart. He will help, inspire, and bless 
you. Trust Him, for His will for you is good. A 
letter to God will help you to feel His love.

NA CLEAR day visitors to the observation 
(| tower of the Empire State Building in 

\4 New York can have a panorama of the 
whole city and for perhaps fifty miles in every 
direction. On a hazy day there is almost no view 
at all. 

This is true of any elevation, whether it be a tall 
building, a mountaintop, or an airplane. The range 
of view depends on vantage point and atmospheric 
conditions. Even at best the view is limited. The 
keenest eye on the clearest day can see but a few 
miles at most. The horizon finally comes down 
and shuts out what is beyond. 

Powerful telescopes push back the horizon, but 
they never remove it. The range of vision remains 
physical. The lens is limited. 

We love views. We want to see a little farther. 
There is exhilaration and uplift in widening the 
range. That is why we take the elevator to the 
observation roof, why we climb the high mountain. 

How marvelous then is the realization that we 
have eyes to behold vistas beyond the mountains 
and the seas, beyond all obstacles and obstructions! 
God has given us a range of vision limitless and 
horizonless. 









In his ode “Intimations of Immortality” Words- 
worth calls it the “master light of all our seeing.” 
We might say that each one of us possesses 
three sets of eyes with which to do our seeing. We 
have physical eyes, mental eyes, and spiritual eyes. 
Through our physical eyes we see immediate phys- 
ical sights. We also see physical sights through our 
mental eyes. Thought may span continents and 
oceans and even wide spaces of time. But we 
look into infinity through the eyes of the spirit. 

Though we may be physically sightless and the 
range of our mental seeing may be limited by lack 
of learning, all the wonders of God's universe still 
remain open to our spiritual vision. 

In Boston a blind man with blind assistants 
edits and publishes the only newspaper for the 
blind in the Western Hemisphere. It circulates all 
over the world, and thousands sit in physical dark- 
ness with their fingers on its pages and “read” 
what is going on in the affairs and minds of men. 
It brings light into their darkness, and they see 
more clearly than many persons who have physical 
sight. 

Even so the blind man by the wayside could not 
see Jesus passing by, but through the eyes of the 
spirit he “saw” the Christ and cried out in faith, 
“Lord, that I may receive my sight.” 

A skeptic might say that the man was only 
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taking a chance on this reputed healer, hoping 
that somehow or other he might be helped. But 
Jesus, with His divine perception, saw faith in the 
blind man. “Receive thy sight: thy faith hath 
made thee whole,” He said. Both handicapped 
and healer saw beyond the range of human vision 
by the aid of the “master light.” 

What do we see when we look about us with 
our physical eyes? We see evidences of all sorts 
of trouble—illness, infirmity, selfishness. Also we 
see evidences of health and enterprise and al- 
truism. We see trees lifting graceful branches to- 
ward the sky and others broken and scarred and 
twisted. We see freshly painted houses surrounded 
by beds of flowers and others dilapidated and 
ugly and overgrown with weeds. We see smooth 
highways and rutted, bumpy roads. We see faces 
marked by pain and dissipation, and we see faces 
glowing with vitality and cheer. We judge by 
what we see through the outer eye with its limited 
vision. 

But there is within us a master light, the Christ 
mind, the penetrating eye of the spirit, that sees 
steadily and whole, that sees with singleness of 
vision. 

It is only with the inner eye that we see the 
broad, unbounded expanse of Truth, with all 
things in true perspective. Whoever we are and 
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whatever our condition we are given the power 
to see all the way and to say with Helen Keller: 
“The word of God came unto me 

Sitting alone among the multitudes; 

And my blind eyes were touched with light 
And there was laid upon my lips a flame of fire. 
I laugh and shout, for life is good.” 

It is often true that the inner eye sees most 
clearly when we sit in a darkened room with our 
physical eyes closed. As we go into our closet and 
shut the door the Father, who sees in secret, opens 
our eyes to His vision. When we are able to become 
truly quiet and undisturbed by the multitude of 
physical sights the master light shines clearly. Then 
we are lighted along the whole way. 

When we see by the aid of the master light we 
have come to the place where nothing can really 
hurt or harm us. We have come to the mountain- 
top, where the view is limitless and lovely. Prob- 
lems will continue to arise and there will be ob- 
structions of anxiety and pain and discouragement 
to our view. But always through and beyond we 
shall see by the light of God’s truth the healing 
heart of the eternal. 

The hurts that come from stumbling in the 
dark are wiped away when we come into the light. 
Through the unclouded eyes of spirit we see the 
perfect Christ nature in all men. As Spirit lights 
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the inner eye we see clearly beyond the limited, 
distorted range of the outer eye. We know the ex- 
ternals for what they are, fleeting and substanceless 
as shadows. By the Christ light within we see 
reality. 

We read of a human Jesus in the gospel stories, 
and in our mind’s eye we see the man moving 
about in His Galilean homeland, teaching and 
healing. We listen to His words. We fix our 
thoughts on Him, and suddenly, or it may be 
gradually, the clouded vision clears, and with 
Browning’s Saul we “see the Christ stand.” 

The Christ in us, the self that is the real part 
of us, responds to the Christ in Him, and then we 
see God the loving Father as He saw Him. 

We see Jesus transfigured, and we too climb the 
mount and are transfigured. The range of human 
vision may contract or expand, but the vision of the 
inner eye is clear and limitless. We see all men 
as brothers, all races as linked, all children as of 
one Father. 

"The light which lighteth every man” is within 
us, within each and every one of us. By refusing to 
be unduly influenced by the appearances our phys- 
ical eyes see, and by relying on what our spiritual 
vision beholds we cause the radiance of that light 
to suffuse our whole being. Then we in turn be- 
come lights revealing the way to others.

JUSTICE IN MY LIFE. 


Te OUTER appearance of a situation often 
does not reveal the truth about it. This is 
why it is so important not to judge by ap- 
pearances, not to cast blame, not to feel unjustly 
treated. This is why it is so important in claiming 
justice to turn away from the appearance of a sit- 
uation to look Godward. This is why it is so im- 
portant to trust the adjusting power of God’s love. 

God's love is perpetually active in the lives of 
His children to create justice. Faith in the active, 
accomplishing love frees a person from tension 
and anxiety so that he can view a situation without 
bias or prejudice. He is able to see why another 
person may have acted in what seems to be an un- 
just way. He is able to see what his part is to bring 
about understanding, harmony, and justice.

Some of the interior wall sections 
are being covered with plastic enamel that will last in- 
definitely, thus cutting the maintenance cost considerably.

“dressed-up’”” concrete. The cost is small, the material 
durable, the effect rich indeed. Precast concrete blocks 
are used for outside trimming and are made to look like 
stone, even to the “worm-eaten” effect, which is gained 
just by tossing bits of mud on the form before the con- 
crete is poured, and then washing it out afterward. 

It is in this manner that the new office building on 
Unity Farm is being constructed.
